OBSERVATION: 


On January 17", 2014 at approximately 1630 hours, my partner (Officer 
Anderson #127) and | (Officer Rosales #115) were on routine bicycle patrol in 
the area of 1800 Cahuenga Boulevard conducting business checks in the on the 
1800 block of Cahuenga Boulevard when | Rosales observed a Male, White, 
Adult (later identified a S/Blair George Delany DOB: 02/26/1985) standing on 
the public sidewalk next to the 711 store located at 1810 Cahuenga Boulevard 
N/E side of the building. | observed Blair holding a silver aluminum can 
resembling an alcohol beer container. | then observed Blair place the aluminum 
can to his lips/mouth, tilt his head back and take a long drink. | observed Blair 
finish taking his drink. Blair then turned facing in the north direction take two 
steps north bound then tossed the silver can over the wrought iron fence 
located to the rear of 1810 Cahuenga Boulevard. 


Anderson and | then rode across Cahuenga Boulevard and rode to the rear of 
1810 Cahuenga boulevard. We observed a silver 12 oz. 211 steel reserve beer 
container 8.1 alcohol by volume on the ground where Blair discarded it, 
confirming my observations of Blair drinking from an alcoholic beer container in 
public view, a violation of 41.27 (c) LAMC - (Drinking in Public). 


We contacted Blair sitting on the steps to the side of the 711 store (1810 
Cahuenga boulevard) | advised Blair that | observed him drinking beer. Blair 
stated” Yeah | was drinking beer. | wasn’t the only one drinking”. | could smell a 
strong odor of alcoholic beverage emitting from Blair’s breath. | asked Blair for 
his identification. Blair provided his Oregon state Id as identification. My partner 
Anderson stood by with Blair while | walked to the rear of the 711 store to 
retrieve the beer can. | located the silver 211 steel reserve beer can. | picked 
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up the beer can it was cold to the touch and still was % full. 
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| asked Blair for his identification. Blair provided his Oregon state Id as 
identification. My partner Anderson stood by with Blair while | walked to the 
rear of the 711 store to retrieve the beer can. | located the silver 211 steel 
reserve beer can. | picked up the beer can it was cold to the touch and still was 
Y full. 


We advised Blair that we were placing them under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest / Authority To Arrest) for 41.27 (c) 
Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking In Public). Burns was then handcuffed 
(adjusted / double lock) 


BID Officer(s) Ishibashi and Carrasquillio (FB-1) arrived on scene and assisted us 
with transporting. Burns was seat belted into the rear passenger seat of the 
unit and was transported to the Hollywood Community Police Station of the Los 
Angeles Police Department. 


We took a photograph of Blair with the “ 211 Steel Reserve ” beer, with the BID 
Bike Patrol camera #1. The described photographs were later attached to this 
report. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Blair has no previous contacts / arrests by the B.I.D. Patrol Officers. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


While Blair was at the Hollywood Community Police station his identification was 
confirmed by LAPD - Hollywood Desk Officer Hallock (#26650), via C.L.E.T.S. 
(California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Blair was than issued a 
“Release From Custody” citation for the listed violation with the approval of the 
Watch Commander / Sergeant Legaspi and was ordered to appear at the 
Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, California 
90007, on 12/23/2013, at 0830 Hours. 


EVIDENCE: 
The can of “211 Steel Reserve Beer” was disposed of at the scene.
